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1. All pending claims 2 and 4-14 are allowed. Claims 2, 4, and 7-13 are independent. 


2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 2 has been rewritten in independent form to include all limitations of claim 1, now 
canceled, upon which claim 2 depended. Claim 2 was indicated allowable if rewritten in 
independent form and to include all limitations of its base claim and any intervening claims. All 
previously rejected claims (1 and 3) have been canceled. 

Claims 2, 4, 9, 1 1, 12, and 13 each claim a method or a scanner having a linear sensor for 
scanning a document in a subscanning direction, the linear sensor having a plurality of sensor 
devices arranged in the main scanning direction perpendicular to the subscanning direction, the 
linear sensor being randomly vibrated in the main scanning direction or in a direction non- 
aligned with the subscanning direction, or vibrated in the main scanning direction in accordance 
with a pseudo random pattern of motion, whereby Moire patterns are reduced. These features are 
not taught by the prior art of record. 

Claim 8 recite limitations similar to those of claim 4 and is allowable for the same 
reasons as given for claim 8. 

Claims 7 and 10 each claim a method or a scanner including a linear array of detector 
elements for scanning a document, with some of the detector elements each having a first value, 
the scanner having means for moving the linear array over the document in a predetermined 
pattern of motion in a first direction or direction "y", means for moving the array of detectors in a 
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direction perpendicular to the first direction or in a direction "x" perpendicular to direction "y", 
and means for combining the output signals from at least some of the detectors to generate a 
square array values which represent an image, each pixel having a size equal to the first value, or 
the pixel pitch of which pixels equal to the first value, whereby certain the patterns become 
visible in the image or Moire patterns in the image are reduced. These features are not taught by 
the prior art of record. 

Claims 5 and 6 depend upon claim 4. Claim 14 depend upon claim 13.
